A Bit of Chinese History. 


The Democratic press which 
deals so largely with ancient his- 
tory in its treatment ofthe Chinese 
question, says an exchange, has 
not yet got close enough to mod- 
ern times to publish General Har- 
rison’s last utterances as found in 
his letter of acceptance. It does 
not tell the readers whom it would 
instruct, that the Republican can- 
didate declared that the evils of 
Chinese immigration no longer 
permit of argument; that he be- 
lieves in the most stringent laws 
for the exclusion of this people, 
and would aid their passage and 


enforcement in every legitimate, 


way. This is a bit of history too 
modern to have yet come to the 

ttention of Democratic editors. 
Bud while they have been so long 
and laboriously delving among for- 
gotten tomes and musty archieves, 
how comes it they have overlooked 
so many interesting facts in con- 
nection with the presence of the 
Chinese iu California. The Omaba 
Republican has been more success- 
ful. 

In 1850, eiguteen years before 
the Burlingame treaty was made 
151,800 Chinese came through the 
port of San Francisco alone. It 
will be remembered that those 
were Democratic days. In 1649

McDougal, the then Lieutenant 
Governor, was made GovePiror. 
He was à Southern Democrat aud 
a representative of Scuthern in- 
terests, and referred to the Chinese 
as being “the most desirable of our 
adopted citizens.” In 1852 the 
Legislature of California was Dem- 
ocratic, and a Democratic member 
introduced a bill to legalize 
American contracts made with 
Chinese for coolie labor, ranging 
from two to three and five years, 
at wages from ¢7 to $12 per month, 
When common labor in San Fran- 
cisco was bringing 83 per day. 
This bill passed in that Demo- 
cratic assembly, every Democrat 
voting in the affirmative, and every 
Whig voting against it. The bill 
was defeated in the Senate by 
David C. Broderick, with the help 
ofthe Whigs. That is where the 
door to Chinese immigration was 
opened, in the then Democratic 
State of California, and in the pop- 
ular branch of the Legislature. 
Every Democrat voted to legalize 
contracts for coolie labor. It was 
the next thing to slave labor, and 
asthe South was defeated in the 
attempt to make California a slave 
State, Southern Democrats tried 
to legalize a system- as near like 
their own home institutions as 
possible. 

If you will trace back any in- 
iquity in this country that has be- 
come a political misfortune—ftrom 
slavery, Chinese and coolie labor— 
it will be found to have had its 
origin and support under Demo- 
cratic administrations.

The heavy freight, besides the heavy 
expense at both mill and mine and 
the inexperience of miners and mill- 
men made a nd failure of the first 
operations. he ore, however, taken 
from these mines north of the big 
ledge gave highly satisfactory assays. 
This failure was in 1867. In the same 
year a company was organized in Vir- 
yinia City headed by Andrew Beach, 
Thomas McMeans and others to pros- 
pect this region of country. This 
company was named the Cortez and 
they located the ledge that is now be- 
ing worked and is known as the Gar- 
rison lode, it being the big ledge above 
referred to. Both the old and the 
new companies performed a good deal 
of ill-advised work and during their 
operations had a t many obstacles 
as well as some dissatisfaction among 
themselves to encounter, all of which 
resulted unsatisfactory to all parties 
interested; hence, in the year 1880, 
Simeon Wenban, who had been before 
an owner, now secured control of the 
whole system of the Cortez mines, 
and commenced the work of opening 
up the mines vigorously. This gen- 
tleman, like his predecessors, found 


that the road to financial success was 


beset with many obstacles and diffi- 
culties, but with his energy and pluck 
and with strong financial backing he 
finally overcame them all and to-day 
he may be termed one of our Bonanza 
kings, and the Cortez mining property 
is now one of the best paying pieces of 
property fh the State. The mill is 
large and most substantially built and 
contains all of the most recent appli- 
conveniences, that science and experi- 
ence has pointed out as necessary to 
the saving of the precious metals. The 
work at the mine and mill is under a 
systematic order of economy. 

The Garrison ledge rests in a lime- 
stone formation capped with quartzite, 
and dips to the east in the main body 
of the mountain. It was held in low 
repute during the early days of the 
camp, for the reason that the assays of 
the croppings were so low; but in 1867 
exploration work was done along the 
line of the lode and a few blasts were 
put in near the location point, which 
ex to view an exceedingly rich 
chimney of ore. The Cortez mine 
P r has around it a large number of 

uildings for the accommodation of 
employees and for the purpose of the 
mill and mine, which gives to thi 
camp the appearance of a good si 

town. The mine is now worked 
by means of a tunnel, which runs 
from the southeast face of the hill, 
re the ledge at a depth of between 

700 and 800 feet deep from the cro 
pings. From the tunnel to the mill 
there is a well graded road of about 
three-quarters of a mile, and, being a 
gradual descent, immense loads of ore 
is hauled to the mill at little expense. 
I am informed that the monthly out- 
4 bullion for the past six years 
been on an average of about $55,- 
000 to $58,000 — month, and the ex- 
pense account averaged from 312, 
6000 to as high as $14,000 per month, 
leaving a clear balance of $45,000 to 
$46,000 per month, or, in other words, 
$275,000 per annum. It is believed by 
those that are well posted upon the 
output of this mine, that there has 
been taken out from the Garrison 
lode alone, not less than $3,000,000.

The little city of Dalton, in Norte 
Georgia, has a tradition about John How- 
ard Payne. 

When the Cherokees were corralled for 
exportation from North Georgia and 
East Tennessee to what is now Indian 
Territory, Payne was one of the whites at 
the frontier settlement of Cross Plains, 
located where Dalton now stands. Many 
of the Indians, loath to leave the homes 
of their childhood and ot their tribe for 
generations, tried very ingenious meth- 
ods of dodging theofficers. Payne several 
times shielded them. 

Complaint was made against him, a 
warrant was issued, and he was arrested 
afterward by Sheriff Gen. Underwood, at 
the home of old John Ross, hereditary 
chief of the Cherokees, whose log cabin 
still stands in the now suburbs of Chat- 
tanooga. 

Payne, evidently with the thoughts of 
the homeless Indiansin his mind, began 
to sing the first &tanza of his now world- 
famous song, then unpublished, Home, 
Sweet Home. 

The pioneer Sheriff stood still as the 
words fell upon bis ear.

GIGANTIC ENGINEERING. 


> 


The Proposed Bridge between oa 
end France. 


The contemplated Channel ae 
outlined by French and English engineers, 
is expected to cost some two hundred 
million dollars, the shortest distance be- 
ing some twenty-two miles, that is, ca 
the score of shallowness. 

The depth of the Channel is declared to 
be much less than is commonly supposed, 
and there are two shallows—those be- 
tween Cran-aux-Anfs and Folkestone, 
where the depth is only twenty feet, and 
these, it is expected, will insurea material 
difference in laying the foundations and 
huge piles which will be required for such 
a gigantic structure. 

From the French coast to these shal- 
lows the depth is about 160 feet, and from 
the other shallow to Folkestone about 100 
feet. 

The plan is to havea bridge with two 
slight bends, the first deviating a little to 
reach one shallow, and the other falling 
back to reach Folkestone. 

The piles required would be blocks of 
conerete and masonry 160 feet long by 100 
broad, these to be placed at intervals of 
about 550 yards, these measurements to 
be possibly augmented in order to insare 
to the a strength capable of bear- 
ing some 25,000 tons weight. 

@ tcatiseway of the bridge. will be 
about 160 feet above the sea level, or of 
sufficient height to enable vessels of any 
class to pasa freely beneath it.
